BIBLIOGRAPHY OF WRITINGS BY AND ON KANT 
WHICH HAVE APPEARED IN GERMANY UP TO 
THE END OF 1887. (XI.) 

(16) Further, it must not be forgotten that Fichte stood in the line of 
philosophical descent from Kant, and that his object was not to erect a 
new system, but only to lay a foundation for the Kantian, and carry it 
through to its logical conclusion. Now one important part of the Ii. V. 
which had drawn upon itself especial attention was occupied simply and 
solely with the annihilation of every dogmatic philosophy, which purported 
to pass beyond experience into the super-sensual. But, after all, what 
was Fichte's metaphysic except a monism or pantheism, far outrunning 
the totality of experience, only that his absolute was not anything existing 
but something becoming? — a system, that is, which in Kantian terminology 
must necessarily be accounted dogmatic ! There was only one point in the 
Kantian philosophy which Fichte could take as a starting-point for his own 
thoughts : I mean, of course, the pure, transcendental apperception, which 
Kant now and again appears to extend beyond the empirical, individual 
ego to something super-individual, the general organization of mankind. 
Round this point, the pure ego, Fichte's creative thought crystallized the 
whole system. He adopted a Kantian expression, " intellektuelle Anschau- 
ung," and discovered in it, after completely changing its meaning, a new 
instrument. This instrument belongs to a possible experience, — possible, 
though not necessarily attainable by every ordinary mortal, — and so brings 
down into the sphere of experience all the propositions which it mediates 
and which at bottom are dogmatic and transcendent. In other words, 
Fichte strips his metaphysic of her dogmatic raiment, and throws over 
her a transcendental robe, which most hearers or readers must find trans- 
parent enough, but which he himself in his settled conviction that he was 
simply reproducing Kant's fundamental assumptions and basal beliefs, might 
very well regard as water-tight and bullet-proof. 

(17) Finally, it was only in case he started out from the absolute ego 
that Fichte gained the possibility of building up his system as it is pre- 
sented in the writings of the years 1794 and 1795. The edifice is, in 
appearance, strictly scientific, invariably setting out from facts of con- 
sciousness and original conscious actions and coming back to them. 
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None the less, it is founded for the most part on dialectical illusion, — 
which must, of course (with Fichte nothing else is possible), be ascribed 
to the author's self-deception. The illusion consists in this : that Fichte 
is perpetually applying expressions, to which we only can attribute sense 
and meaning when they are used with reference to consciousness and self- 
consciousness, to relations in which there can be no question of either. 
He starts out from the empirical ego, from the individual self-consciousness, 
makes with regard to it observations, obtained through the medium 
of the organ of intellectual intuition, — observations which probably 
have validity only from the standpoint of individuality, — and then pro- 
ceeds to transfer them to the absolute ego, which does not possess the 
attributes of individuality and consciousness. Without falling into such 
dialectical illusions, Fichte could properly only have deduced the pre-suppo- 
sitions of self-consciousness, and have said : the ego and its activity 
presuppose this and that ; the ego, that is, posits that which is already 
there independently of it as existing for it (the ego), in doing this recog- 
nizes it, and so creates it for itself (the ego). But if that had been said, 
it must have been admitted that an objective existence was prior to the 
subjective, the positing for the ego. It is one thing to deduce something 
from self-consciousness as a condition of self-consciousness ; it is quite a 
different thing to posit something independent, self-active. Fichte 
does the first, and professes with it to have done the second. But, in 
reality, he gives no more than a nominal definition of self-consciousness ; 
for in a comprehensive definition of it, free activity, the world of sense, etc., 

should have their place. In the later works which I shall mention in a 

moment, Fichte no longer set out from the absolute ego, and consequently 
could not continue to apply the method followed in 1794 and 1795. It may 
be that we should look here for the reason of his inability to give his later 
works the strictly scientific form and development of the earlier. 

(18) The writings which we have so far considered differ in many 
respects from those published subsequently to the year 1801. It used to 
be the tendency to overestimate these differences, and to find in them 
essential alterations, carrying with them contradictions of points in the 
earlier system. I quote as an instance Jh. Ed. Erdmann's Versuch einer 
wissenschaftlichen Darstellung der Geschichte der neuern Philosophie 
(III, 2, pp. I2ff.). Through the works of the younger (Jh. Hrm.) Fichte 
(Jh. Gli. Fichtes Leben: the prefaces to F. S. WW.'), of Harms (Anthro- 
pologismus seit Kant, 1845; Die Philosophie Fichtes, 1862), and espe- 
cially of Loewe (no. 1361), there was brought about a change in the views 
of philosophers as to the relation between Fichte's earlier and later philos- 
ophy, — a revolution to which Jh. Ed. Erdmann himself could not remain 
altogether indifferent : cf. his Grundriss der Geschichte der Philosophie, 
third edition, 1878. II, pp. 445 ff.

Loewe shows a master's hand in the satisfactory derivation of paradoxical 
twists and turns in Fichte's writings, and of passages which apparently 
stand out of all connection, or even seem to contradict the general trend 
of the writer's thought, from the drift of his philosophy. He sets out from 
an allied mode of thinking, and with divinatory ingenuity reconstructs the 
bridges by which Fichte was able to pass from this to that striking or 
unusual expression. I cannot, however, give my adherence to all of 
Loewe's propositions unreservedly. For instance, his view of the relation 
of the Fichtean to the Kantian philosophy appears to me to imply the 
putting of Fichte bodily into Kant. At the same time, he has, in my 
opinion, accomplished the principal end which he set himself, and fur- 
nished the proof that Fichte's later writings in all essential respects are 
free from contradictory alterations and simply show an organic develop- 
ment from the earlier ones. The terminology is perpetually changing ; the 
determinateness of concepts goes to the ground in the desire of pictorial 
and mystical phrases and expressions ; and many details are differently 
expounded. Thus, the Anstoss, which in the earlier books unites the 
practical with the theoretical Wissenschaftslehre, disappears. But the 
fundamental principles remain the same throughout. 

(19) It is alleged that changes in the significance of the concepts 
" Sein " and " Sollen " constitute contradictions of the earlier doctrine. 
In this latter we find only a sensible existence (Sein), which is recognized 
as a derivative one. In the works published subsequently to 1801 there 
appears, alongside of the sensible, an absolute existence. Now Loewe 
proves in a convincing fashion, that the absolute existence stands to the 
sensible only in a very remote relation ; that there are excluded from it 
all the conceptional elements, which compelled Fichte both before and 
after 1801 to reject the sensible existence (Sein) with decision as the 
starting-point and centre of philosophy. Actual existence in the highest 
sense can be predicated only of the absolute. Everything else exists only 
as image, or as image of an image. What absolute existence has in 
common with sensible existence is merely the character of resting upon 
itself, of stability, of indestructible finality and repose (Loewe, pp. 50, 72). 
What compelled Fichte to introduce absolute existence into his system was 
simply the effort to follow out abstraction beyond the concept of absolute 
activity ; an effort, which necessarily led to more objective denominations 
of this absolute activity (Loewe, pp. 46, 68). The identity-philosophy has 
most certainly exercised no influence in this case ; and just as little has 
there taken place an alteration in Fichte's attitude to nature, to sensible 
existence. Absolute existence is, it is true, a new concept ; but it involves 
no contradiction of the old basal principles ; it is simply meant to lay a 
still deeper foundation for them, — in other words, furnish a foundation for 
the original foundations. 
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(20) Somewhat more important would appear the alteration of meaning 
in the concept " Sollen." Before 1801 it is the unquestioned centre and 
culmination of philosophy. Ethics (Sittenlehre) is before everything a 
doctrine of duties, dominated by the Soil of the categorical imperative. 
This last finds its incarnation in the moral world-order. Subsequently to 
1 80 1 we come upon expressions, according to which the standpoint of 
moralism, of mere morality {Sittlichkeit), is a lower one, as compared with 
the higher standpoint of religion. In the former case it is serious duty that 
dominates, in the latter pleasure and enjoyment ; there effort after happi- 
ness, here happiness itself ; there Sollen, here Sein. Here again, as Loewe 
proves, we have to do with an equivocal concept. Just as there are two 
quite different kinds of existence {Sein), so there are two quite different 
kinds of 'ought' (Sollen). Fichte himself indicates this, when (TV. W W. 
Ill, pp. 61, 62) he discriminates between the general and the special 
'ought,' in a way corresponding to the difference between formal and real 
freedom. The general 'ought' continues after 1801 as well to form the 
central point of philosophy ; it is nothing else than the requirement of the 
self-realization of the absolute. The special ' ought,' on the contrary, is 
valid only from the standpoint of formal freedom ; that is, of the possibility 
to make one's decision alike for evil or for good. It is only an image of 
real freedom, and needs an impulse towards the good, which works against 
the sensuous impulses to evil, and overcomes them. This motive to action, 
which must arise anew in each particular case, has its origin in the special 
' ought.' The truly moral man, from the standpoint of real freedom, has no 
need of it. His voluntary acts are " ein ununterbrochener Abfluss der Ent- 
wickelung des Begriffs," that is, of the self-realization of the absolute. 
This latter no longer stands over against him as a foreign ' ought,' an 
external law ; but is operative in him, as principle of life. He stands, 
therefore, only under the domination of the general ' ought,' as the motive 
which directs his whole existence and action : he requires for the particular 
action no especial motive, no special 'ought,' — but only the knowledge, 
that the action is in accordance with duty, — in order to execute it without 
any hesitation. Here we certainly have to notice, in my estimation, an 
alteration in Fichte's views ; though at the same time an alteration of such 
a kind that it does not affect the foundations of the system. Fichte's 
opinions have undergone a transformation, which has led him beyond his 
own earlier point of view ; just as Schiller was constrained to go beyond 
Kant in his practical philosophy. In place of the performance of duty 
more or less won from impulses and passions, we now find in Fichte 
good action on the basis of an internal natural incitation ; the places of 
cold acquiescence and of the serious feeling of reverence have been taken 
by warm-hearted affection and inclination towards the good. I can see no 
reason to doubt that here an advance has been made, a purification taken 
place. But this advance was latent or implicit in the system from its first 
beginnings. For even before 1801 it is not the individual that lives the 
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true life, but the absolute; the former only in so far and in proportion as 
the absolute comes to manifest itself in it, and dominates it. And that this 
is the case in a higher degree when the absolute has, so to speak, become 
our nature (as in the case of the absolute ' ought '), than when it stands 
over against us as an external law (as in the case of the special ' ought '), 
is beyond all question. The basal thoughts of the Fichtean philosophy, 
then, forced its author to exchange the standpoint which he had obtained 
from Kant — that of simple performance of duty — for the higher standpoint 
of good action from inclination towards the good. 

(21) There is one point which I have hitherto left out of account 
altogether : I mean Fichte's views upon religion. I could do this because 
I hold with Loewe that they underwent no essential alteration. We saw 
under (12) that as early as 1795 Fichte names the pure ego from the point 
of view of practical reflection, God. An opportunity to develop his concept 
of God more in detail before the public presented itself unsought to 
Fichte in 1795, when Forberg handed in an essay entitled Entwickclung 
des Begriffs der Religion for the Nth. Ph. I. Fichte advised him as a 
friend, as he tells Reinhold in a letter (F. L., II, p. 274. Cf. I, p. 349), 
not to make the article public. Forberg, however, rejected the advice. 
To return the contribution in virtue of his authority as editor, and so far 
censor of the journal, was against Fichte's principles. He resolved, there- 
fore, to print the essay, furnishing footnotes to Forberg's text. But Forberg 
would not allow this either, although Fichte was undoubtedly justified in 
asking it. For when we consider the relation of the two men to one 
another at the time, we see that it was an obvious assumption that the philo- 
sophical public would take Forberg's opinions for results of the Wissen- 
schaftslehre. Fichte, however, gave way in this point also, and put together 
what he had meant to say in footnotes into an article of his own, which he 
printed before Forberg's.

Naturally, he had no use for the positive, dogmatic appli- 
cation which was made of Kant's postulates, partly by Kant himself, but to 
a far greater degree by his disciples. For Forberg they possess the value 
merely of regulative principles. Religion is for him the practical belief 
in a moral government of the world ; and God the sublime spirit which 
governs the world according to moral laws. The question of the existence 
of God can only arouse speculative curiosity ; it is unanswerable. Religion 
arises simply from the desire in our hearts that the good in the world may 
get the upper hand of the evil. It is our duty to act as though we believed 
in the existence of a moral government of the world or of God ; but it 
cannot be our duty to believe in this existence itself, since this belief would 
not be practical but theoretical. There are only two articles of belief in 
religion : belief in the imperishability of virtue, belief, that is to say, that 
there always was and is virtue in the world, and belief in a kingdom of 
God. Both articles of belief consist just as well with polytheism as with 
monotheism. Fichte said quite rightly [Nth. Ph. I., VIII, p. 2], that though 
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this essay coincided in many respects with his own conviction, still in many 
other respects it would be wrong to say that he was in opposition to it ; 
rather, he did not go so far as it went. For Forberg distinguishes between 
the moral government of the world and the governing God. The latter is 
to him a spirit behind and above other spirits, a personality. For Fichte, 
on the other hand, the moral government of the world and God are altogether 
coincident. He consequently denominates the proposition that it is doubtful 
whether there is a God or not, a misunderstanding. The moral government 
of the world is, in his opinion, the most certain thing that there is ; it is the 
ground of all other certainty. On our belief in a moral government of the 
world, members of which we are, and which speaks to us in the categorical 
imperative, depends our belief in the reality of the world of sense, which 
is nothing else than the sensibilized material of our duty, and as such is 
necessary to the performance of that duty ; and which indicates to us, by 
confining us within certain limits, our determinate place in the moral order 
of things. Substantiality (= sensible, empirical existence) Fichte denies to 
God in nos. 1 363-1 368; as well as personality and consciousness. It is 
no contradiction to this that subsequently to 1801 he designates God, who 
is identical with the absolute, the sole existence. Absolute and sensible 
existences are, as we have already seen, two altogether different things. If 
one of them is attributed, the other must be denied to the subject. And if 
Fichte is able to speak later on of an internal, immanent life of God which 
feels itself absolute, that stands just as little in contradiction to nos. 1363- 
1368. For it is only our own intelligible, constructible consciousness which 
Fichte thinks he must deny to God, because its concept necessarily brings 
limitations with it. " Der Materie nach ist die Gottheit lauter Bewusstsein, 
sie ist Intelligenz, reine Intelligenz, geistiges Leben und Thatigkeit. Dieses 
Intelligente aber in einen Begriff zu fassen, und zu beschreiben wie es von 
sich selbst und anderm wisse, ist schlechthin unmoglich " {F. S. IVIV., 
V, p. 266. In this way we find Fichte writing as early as 1799, in 
no. 1365]. God is identical with the moral government of the world. 
Nevertheless, this last is not an ordo ordinatus, not a " gemachtes, schon 
fertiges, bestimmtes Nebeneinanderjv?j'# und Nacheinandenr£j/# eines 
Mannichfaltigen," but an ordo ordinans, an active arranging [no. 1367. 
F. S. WW., V, pp. 381, 382 ; F. L., II, p. 304], a moral principle, a morally 
creative power [no. 1368. F. S. WW., Ill, p. 392], " ein Wille, der rein 
und bloss als Wille wirkt, durch sich selbst, schlechthin ohne alles Werk- 
zeug, oder sinnlichen Stoff seiner Einwirkung, der absolut durch sich selbst 
zugleich That ist und Product, dessen Wollen Geschehen, dessen Gebieten 
Hinstellen ist," "ein Wille, der in sich selbst Gesetz ist," the "geistige 
Band der Vernunf twelt " [no. 1335. F. S. WW., II, pp. 297, 298]. Here 
we have already a very clear indication of the identity between God and 
the absolute, which is to be found through the length and breadth of 
Fichte's writings. It is still clearer in the later works, however, where the 
denomination ' God ' stands in the foreground, and the designation ' abso- 
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lute ' is in part wholly suppressed. The reason for the change is this : 
that during his earlier period, in his preference for a subjective terminology, 
Fichte could only employ the name ' God ' with a certain inner repugnance. 
The more objective his designations of the absolute activity, that consti- 
tuted the starting-point of his philosophy, became, the more welcome must 
the term which he had avoided earlier have grown to be to him, and the 
more expressive must it have appeared. — The Fichte literature is very 
large. I shall, in the course of this Bibliography, enumerate, of the works 
upon Fichte, as well as of those influenced by Fichte, only those which are 
occupied to some extent of detail with the Kantian philosophy.

exposition. But this conclusiveness is only reached by him at the expense of 
truth, and consequently gives but an imperfect picture of the incoherence 
in the Kantian doctrine.

Kant exercised a very considerable influence upon W. v. Humboldt ; 
partly directly, through his writings, and partly indirectly, through the 
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mediation of Schiller. Humboldt, in his turn, influenced the latter for 
good. Humboldt stands to Kant in a quite similar relation to that of 
Schiller. He shares his theoretical views, but goes beyond him in ethics 
and aesthetics ; but especially in this, that he softens the Kantian rigorism. 
The whole man ought, in his opinion, to participate in moral action: this 
is to be regarded as the fruit of a genuinely human character, the ultimate 
outcome of all its forces in combination. Ethics must not, as it does in 
Kant, start out from reason alone ; and no opposing sensibility, that is to 
be subdued and conquered, must stand in hostile attitude over against 
reason. Sensibility and reason must rather be in complete accord, — the 
sphere of aesthetics being that to play the r61e of mediator. In humanity, 
morally ennobled, appears " das Gebot der Vernunft als der freie Wunsch 
der Neigung und die Stimme des Affekts als der Ausdruck des verniinftigen 
Willens" (no. 141 1.

This thought is supported both upon the facts and upon 
the conception of a moral government of the world, the objective existence 
of which is, in an un-Kantian way, presupposed, or attempted to be proved 
from theoretical considerations. This posited existence is appealed to in 
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particular cases for the a priori explanation of the facts of phenomena as, so 
to say, ends or purposes willed by it. The confusion of a simply regulative 
principle with a constitutive one was quite rightly indicated and blamed by 
the Kantians, as soon as the works appeared. The teleology and personi- 
fication of nature are, in parts, really badly abused. The views expressed 
upon the history of philosophy are left far behind by more recent investiga- 
tions ; the classification of the history, borrowed from Adelung, by analogy 
with the life of the individual man, into the periods of childhood, youth, etc., 
is altogether unsuccessful. The only value that still attaches to the works, 
therefore, is the relative one of representing the first attempt at a practical 
carrying out of the very important suggestion made by Kant in no. 50. — 
Politz further applied the principles dominating his history of philosophy to 
classification within the history of dogmas, and to the appreciation of their 
various phenomena, — and in particular to the appraisement of the later 
Judaism, — in no. :)

But even here the most important influence observable is still that of Kant 
and his school. According to Politz himself the genuine, true philosophy 
is in its nature critical ; but does not build upon the authority of any one 
man, is not called after any man's name, is free from the bondage of 
terminology and polemics, puts forth its hand to lay hold of life, and is 
calculated for the needs of life. It is the science which makes man at one 
with himself. Its goal, which Politz sketches in outline in no. 1467, is to 
depict in ideal form a system of human civilization, such as is implicit in 
the whole assemblage of human faculties and forces : the individual and 
society at large are gradually to be brought nearer and nearer to this ideal 
of culture. For this " Philosophie ohne Beinamen," as he also terms it, 
there is, he says, no ultimate principle [as Reinhold and others would have 
it] ; though at the same time philosophy constitutes the formal basis of all 
the other sciences, and furnishes them with principles. Its ethics, intended 
for sensuous-rational beings, cannot be founded upon any ' reinsittliches,' 
but only upon a ' gemischtes ' principle [that is to say, a combination of 
Kant's formal principle with the principle of happiness]. In this point we 
see the influence of Fr. Vlkm. Reinhard [1797, cf. no. 1956], whom Politz had 
to thank for much more besides. The classification of the periods of civili- 
zation according to the ages of man, and the a posteriori historical proof of 
the existence of a moral final goal, as well as the a priori construction of 
history in accordance with the idea of a divine government of the universe 
[cf. nos. 1462-1465] were all given up, under the influence of the reviews 
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in the /. A. and G. g. A., 1795. Politz now divides the history of civili- 
zation into four periods: (1) that of predominant sensuousness ; (2) that 
of understanding, of the fight with sensuousness ; (3) that of reason, of the 
victory over sensuousness ; and (4) that of equilibrium, where reason^ as 
the faculty that brings about unity, endeavors to realize in common the 
purposes of our organization and our temperament. This equilibrium, to 
which mankind is brought by the moral plan of the universe, can never be 
entirely attained, but always only approximately. The fourth and last 
period is, therefore, without end. Contrarily to his former opinion, however, 
Politz regards it as a miscomprehension of philosophy, arrogantly to 
attempt to come upon the trace of the realization of the moral plan of the 
universe here below. The earth is only a planet of origination, an institution 
for instruction ; the individual can just as little attain to his final purpose as 
the whole of the race together ; both alike must be transferred to other 
regions, where they are capable of further progress, being endowed with a 
new organization. All phenomena in the world of sense, men and whole 
peoples, are as organizations subject to the law of circularity of movement ; 
so that, consequently, progress in particulars is not demonstrable, and 
cannot be followed out into the detail of nations, and in every period of 
history usually all possible stages of civilization are to be met with side by 
side upon one and the same planet. Nevertheless — and here Politz is 
evidently not quite clear about his own views — a progress of the human 
mind on the whole, with regard to ethics, science and the arts, is not, he 
says, to be denied. But if that is so, then the lower levels of civilization, 
on the earth, for instance, must gradually disappear !)

Hume belongs to the older scepticism. Politz by no means sets out to 
doubt everything : his scepticism only attaches to the principles given out 
as apodeictic by the different philosophical systems. He therefore holds 
simply and solely to the certainty of the facts of his consciousness, until 
some system or other shall have been successful in proving its truth 
apodeictically and resolving the doubts of the sceptics. Till that time 
arrives, he thinks, all systems, his own included, depend only upon a 
conviction based on subjectively sufficient reasons : in order to be able to 
accept a system, one requires a special mode of thought, and an entire 
surrender of one's self to the standpoint adopted by that particular system. 
Among the facts of consciousness, with a clearer knowledge of which all 
philosophy — even scepticism — makes continual and limitless progress [in 
contradistinction to the other systems, with their claims to possess objective 
truth], belongs, for example, the fact that our consciousness makes us 
acquainted with sensible and supersensible phenomena, the latter not ex- 
plicable from the laws of organization and of the phenomenal world. These 
supersensible phenomena point us to a supersensible order of things, and to 
something supersensible in ourselves. Of this latter, again, consciousness 
is able to say a good deal : for instance, that it came into being, that its 
activity began with our first becoming-conscious, that it treats the whole 
phenomenal world in accordance with certain purposes and laws, — the 
Kantian categories ; though, it is true, these are only hypothetically set up, 
— , that at some time or other it leaves the earth, with its dispositions 
not yet fully developed and realized, and its purposes not yet fully 
attained, and with the consciousness of its limitless ideal, etc. Never- 
theless, nothing can either be asserted or denied concerning things-in-them- 
selves and the relation of phenomena to them. — One sees that Politz' 
scepticism, as he expounds it in his Anthropology, the doctrine of mankind 
as a harmonious whole of sensible and supersensible phenomena, is not in 
any sense consequently carried through. The most important of his 
philosophical views still stand under the determining influence of the 
Kantian philosophy, — except that he no longer regards this as objective 
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knowledge, but as that which every philosophy can only be, when it passes 
beyond facts, and inquires into their reason, significance, value, and most 
general interconnection : that is to say, belief, or individual conviction. To 
have emphasized this at a time when infallibility and impatience were 
characteristic of philosophical parties is a merit of Politz, which must not 
be rated too low. In face of it, we may forget that, following Fr. Volkm. 
Reinhard [cf. 1797], he confused the notion of scepticism, and tried to 
smuggle in as facts of consciousness many things that lay far outside of the 
realm of the factual. His attitude to things-in-themselves is in reality not 
different from Kant's, in the passages where he [Kant] draws its logical 
consequences from his system. And yet, in the Metaphysic, he regards it 
as " das eigenthiimliche Kriterium, das unterscheidende Merkmal des 
Skepticismus, mit welchem er steht und fallt" [no. 1471, p. xxix].)

The result, here again, is naturally nothing more than this, 
that a number of useful thoughts altogether disappear in a chaos of perplex- 
ing definitions, constantly repeated technical expressions, monotonous and 
sleep-inducing verbiage ; and that the simplest and most obvious concepts 
and facts become obscure and unintelligible. The earlier philosophy of 
language is, of course, looked down upon with the very greatest contempt.

In the works of his first period (up to the year 1797 ; no. 1 500-1 504) 
Schelling stands upon the whole on the same ground as Fichte, and shares 
the views of the latter philosopher as to the Kantian philosophy, and the 
manner in which this must be apprehended and made logically coherent 
The agreement between Fichte and Schelling at this time is so complete, 
that the former, in a letter written to Reinhold on the second of July, 1 795

between the Wissenschaftslehre and the Identitdtssystem are, it is true, 
distinctly traceable even so far back as no. 1501 : but they are present, 
naturally enough, only in germ ; they are mere hints, which, were it not for 
the later divergences, one would very easily entirely overlook, in part at 
least, as quite insignificant. These trifling differences are sought out with 
great care, and discussed by Jh.

of development, which proved all the more clearly, the longer it was 
followed, to be that of a philosophy which was opposed in tendency to the 
strictly Kantian doctrines. Schelling diverges here from Fichte [but not 
more in no. 1504] in this, that he does not attempt to interpret away the 
numerous passages in which Kant speaks of our affection by things-in-them- 
selves ; nor regards them as so many concessions to the insufficiently 
educated intelligence of the reader ; but maintains that Kant in the R. V. 
wished to give the canon of all possible, and in particular of the only two 
consequently worked out systems : those of criticism-idealism, and of 
dogmatism-realism. Everything that offends in the R. V., especially in 
regard to the things-in-themselves and the practical postulates, can, of 
course, be readily removed on this principle ; and be rejected as belonging to 
the canon of dogmatism. But that the view is entirely unhistorical will 
to-day hardly be disputed by any one who is competent to judge. And it 
can just as little be denied, that the system of criticism, which is opposed 
to that of dogmatism in no. 1502, is in no sense identical with the Kantian 
system ; indeed, that it hardly resembles this at all. The Kantian criticism, 
if considered historically, in the form in which it was intended by its author, 
and not in the distorted picture which the Wissenschaftslehre gave of it, 
must be pronounced to be in its fundamental principles and in all decisive 
and principal points a dogmatic system \n. b., in the use of the term 
favored by Fichte and Schelling]. For it is not able to transcend the 
opposition of subject and object-; it recognizes things-in-themselves, — 
i.e., objects, which exist independently of the subject Fichte and Schelling 
have, therefore, no right at all to dub themselves the successors of Kant, 
when it is a question of the difference between criticism and dogmatism ; 
or to regard Kant as their fellow. On the other hand, it need not be said 
that one is just as little justified in imputing to the Kantian philosophy, as 
one would be to any other ' dogmatic ' system as such, the direful conse- 
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quences which, in the view of Fichte and Schelling, stand in necessary 
connection with the dogmatic way of thinking and would be of such 
damning influence upon character, mind, and conduct. Schelling here, 
like Fichte, confuses dogmatism with materialism, and looks upon the 
appearance of the bad practical consequences, which the latter often 
seems, on a superficial consideration of the various factors that are to be 
taken into account, to bring with it, as the necessary rule.)

Kant's polemic in the B. M. [December, 1 796 ; no. 88] is again, in 
contradistinction to that of Schlosser, exceedingly moderate in tone. In 
spite of his opponent's raging behavior, he regards the speedy ratification 
of a treaty of eternal peace in philosophy on the basis of his own system as 
assured. Schlosser's second reply is considerably quieter and less scurrilous 
than his first ; though its author proves himself in it, despite some good 
remarks directed against the points previously controverted in no. 151 1, and 
against the conceptual philosophy of the critical school [in particular the 
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post-Kantian], to be altogether incapable of really understanding Kant from 
end to end, or of arguing against him. He divides philosophers into 
dogmatologues, skeptics, critics, and dogmatists. Himself he puts within 
the latter category. He gives a characterization of them which is still 
wholly couched in the mystic expressions of his earlier style.)

— Heusinger has entirely seen 
through Rel., and recognized that the work does not put together the 
religious doctrines which can be cognized by pure reason, but rather 
that part of the catechism before him which Kant could reconcile with 
his views in general — it might be, by change of interpretation. So 
that the proposal with regard to the symbolic books is aimed at an under- 
taking quite similar to, only conceived upon larger lines than, that of the 
Kantian book. The only objection that could be taken to no. 1542 from the 
Kantian standpoint is this : that the statutory element in religion is only to 
be tolerated in the period of transition, which is to be so far as possible 
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curtailed, to the religion of the pure reason ; while no. 1 542 has obviously 
the tendency to make this period a lasting one.)

It is a matter of course that Wildt, infected with the fashion- 
able disease that prevailed among the philosophers of his day, designates 
his system the " einzig richtige." Indeed, in no. 1 549 he offers to pledge 
as much of his property as any one is ready to stake in return, on the wager 
that he, and not Schelling, has the only possible philosophical system. For 
the rest, Wildt narrows down the concept of philosophy very considerably, 
by separating it off from the philosophic disciplines, and limiting the sphere 
of philosophy proper to the Wissenschaftslehre, that is, to the doctrine of 
the ' how ' of the origin and growth of science, or, as we should put it 
nowadays, to logic and epistemology. To this Wissenschaftslehre he adds 
the critique of the pure reason, which is occupied with the necessary 
preliminary investigations. As regards the classification of the particular 
sciences, I will only mention, by way of illustration, the fact that in 1801 
Wildt reckons among the logical sciences mineralogy, botany, zoology, 
anatomy, and so on ; and to the metaphysical disciplines geography, history, 
statistics, antiquities, etc.!)
